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Greenbelt Gets A Chance to Keep 
A Portion of Its Green Belt

Russell W. Shipley, repre¬ 
senting the owners of Par¬ 
cels 1 and 2, at a city coun¬ 
cil work session on January 
8 outlined plans that would 
give the city a donation of 
the 102-acre Parcel 1 tract 
and undisputed claim to the 
72 acres of surplus school 
board property. In return, 
Shipley said, the owners 
(Charles Bresler, Theodore 
Lerner and Associates) are 
asking for city support for 
townhouse zoning for Parcel 
2, almost 10 acres lying be¬ 
tween Hamilton Place and 
Garden*vay. Shipley said 
that this offer was one pos¬ 
sible approach. As another 
possibility, Shipley said the 
owners might be willing to 
sell both parcels. 

While he did not directly put 
a price on the parcels, he men¬ 
tioned later in the discussions the 
figure $30,000 per acre for Par¬ 
cel 2 (■with its present Rural 
Residential zoning; he also indi¬ 
cated that the price of the 102- 
acre Parcel 1 might be “what the 
owners have in it,” which he esti¬ 
mated at $15,000 per acre. 

In reply to a question by Mayor 
Gil W'eidenfeld, Shipley indicated 
the owners might also be willing 
to donate the 102 acres of Par¬ 
cel 1 if the city bought the 9*4 
acres of Parcel 2 at a higher 
price, that is, the price it would 
be worth if it were rezoned for 
townhouses. Shipley said he did 
not know what that price might 
be. 

Shipley also suggested that 
other approaches might be: 1) 
The owners would pay for hiring 
a land planner (chosen by the 
city), who would plan the de¬ 
velopment of the land to include 
some private development; 2) 
the owners might give half of the 
land to the city in return for de¬ 
velopment rights to the other 
half. He also invited city offi¬ 
cials to suggest other possible 
arrangements whicn could' satisfy 
both parties. 

Shipley acknowledged that 
Parcel 1 has some major prob¬ 
lems for any development plan. 
He noted that getting sewer fa¬ 
cilities on Parcel 1 would be dif¬ 
ficult* There was some discussion 
over what sewers might cost; 
City Manager James Giese cited 
a report which had estimated the 
cost at $2*4 million. (A recent 
Washington Suburban Sanitary 
Commission report suggested that 
is a minimum figure and that the 
cost might be as high as $5 mil¬ 
lion). Present access to Parcel 1 
is also inadequate since it is lim¬ 
ited to Plateau Place and pos¬ 
sibly Laurel Hill Road. Shipley 
also admitted that rtzoning to 
R/T (townhouses, up to 12 units 
per acre) might be difficult to 
obtain in the face of opposition

FORMER MAYOR FRANCIS WHITE 
DIES,SOUGHT HEART TRANSPLANT

Former Greenbelt mayor, Francis W. White, 63, died 
on Friday, January 10. Suffering from a serious heart ail¬ 
ment, White was flown to Humana Hospital Audubon in 
Lexington, KY, on Christmas Day, where he had hoped to 
become the sixth person to receive the JARVIK-7 artificial 
heart. He died in Lexington. Funeral services were held 
on Tuesday, Jan. 14, at the Berwyn Presbyterian Church. 
Burial followed at the historic Greenbelt Cemetery.

(Parcel 15 lies between the lake 
and Greenbelt Road next to the 
Beltway; the Milton Company is 


White was prominent in Green¬ 
belt and Prince Georges County 
politics for two decades, from 
the 1060s to 1082. First elected 
to the Greenbelt City Council in 
1061, he served four terms, two 
as mayor. In 1971, he was elected 
to the Prince George County 
Council, where he served until 
1978* During his last year he 
was County Council chairman. 
White's political career culmi¬ 
nated with his election to the 
Maryland House of Delegates, 
where he served from 1978 to 
1982, representing the 26th Dis¬ 
trict. 

Born in Olney, Maryland, in 
1922, White came to Prince 
Georges County in J946 and to 
Greenbelt in 1949. He resided in 
the Greenbelt Homes, Inc., sec¬ 
tion before building a home at 
42 Lakeside Drive in 1961. He 
was living there with his wife, 
the former Eileen Robie, at the 
time of his death. His first wife, 
Edna, died in 1982. 

A professional engineer. White 
was graduated from the Univer¬ 
sity of Maryland in 1951. He was 
employed by the University for 
15 years as a planning engineer. 

Among other things he was 
responsible for the traffic circle 
on campus which is centered with 
a block M laid out in flowers* 

A Navy veteran. White flew 
with a bomber squadron in the 
Pacific during World War II. He 
received the Air Medal with two 
stars and other decorations. He 
later served as Commander of 
the Disabled American Veterans 
Chapter No. 23, and was a mem¬ 
ber of American Legion Post No. 
136. 

White's long political career 


White said he found the Milton 
contract unfortunate. “It would 
be nice to wrap up the whole 
thing,” he said.

as chairman of the city's Recrea¬ 
tion Advisory Board. While on 
the County Council, White served 
or. a number of boards, including 
the Maryland Municipal League, 
twice as the MML legislative co- 
chairman. He was a past presi¬ 
dent of the Prince Georges Mu¬ 
nicipal Association and was se¬ 
lected by the Association as an 
“Outstanding Municipal Officer” 
in 1970. 

He served on the Metro board 
for five years and as its chair¬ 
man in 1977. He was vice presi¬ 
dent of the Council of Govern¬ 
ments in 1978 and also vice presi¬ 
dent of the Transportation Plan¬ 
ning Board in the same year. 
Other public offices held by White 
were on the Environment and 
Energy Committee, the National 
Association of Counties; and 
twice as chairman, Washington 
Suburban Transit Commission, 
Community Activities 

White's community activities 
included eight years of service 
on the Board of Trustees of the 
Community Church, president in 
the Greenbelt Little League pro¬ 
gram, treasurer of the Greenbelt 
Lions Club, and membership on 
the steering committee of Citi¬ 
zens for a Planned Greenbelt. 

Awards during the course of 
jvs career included “Outstanding 
Service Award,” American So¬ 
ciety Civil Engineers, 1976; Dis¬ 
tinguished Service Award, Amer¬ 
ican Institute of Architects, Po¬ 
tomac Valley Chapter, 1981; and 
Outstanding Service Award, Cer¬ 
ebral Palsy Association, 1974, He 
was listed in “Who's Who in 
See WHITE, page 2 col.

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Edith Hibbard Paris of 6 court 
Hillside Road died of a heart at¬ 
tack early Sunday morning, Jan¬ 
uary 12. She is survived by her 
husband of 54 years, Walter B. 
Paris; two daughters, Elaine 
Stauffer and June Runnion; two 
grandchildren, Susan and Mat¬ 
thew Stauffer; and a sister, Oma 
Stevens of Somerset, Ky. She 
would have been 78 years old on 
January 21. 

Edith Hibbard was born in 
Rockcastle County, Kentucky and 
attended schools there. She was 
chosen to go from her county to 
Berea College, from which she 
graduated as a teacher. She be¬ 
gan her teaching in a one room 
schoolhouse, that housed about 
40 youngsters ranging from first 
grade through eighth, and the 
young teacher had to somehow 
manage to control their behavior 
while teaching something to so 
many grade levels at once. She 
would be very tired at the end 
of the day. 

But then her life changed when 
she met a tail young man with 
brown eyes, Walter Faris. They 
were married in 1932 in Mt. Ver¬ 
non, Kentucky and soon after 
moved to Washington, where Wal¬ 
ter Paris worked fpy the Federal 
government. 

The couple had three children, 
two daughters and a son, Brian. 
When the youngest was two the 
family moved to Greenbelt in 
1940. Edith Paris loved Greenbelt. 
She felt that it was the perfect 
place to raise children, who had 
wooded areas to play in and could 
walk to the library, to school, to 
the swimming pool and be safe. 
The family lived in 1 court of 
Ridge. At that time there were 
“ditches where Lakeside is now— 
beautiful ditches to play Tarzan 
in” according to daughter June. 

Loving flowers and having all 
her fingers green, not merely her 
thumbs, the Paris family always 
had a garden, not only flowers 
around their house but a large 
allotment garden where the Le¬ 
gion now is. Until the youngest 
child was 12 Edith remained at 
home. She baked a lot, and the 
children remembered particularly 
the little biscuits she would make 
them from the leftover pie dough. 

When the youngest child was 12 
she went back to work, but not 
to another one room school. In¬ 
stead she worked first for the 
Internal Revenue Service. From 
there she moved to the Agricul¬ 
ture Department, and her last 
years before retirement she ac¬ 
complished procurement actions 
and reference research at the 
Agriculture Library in Beltsville. 
She retired in 1970.

He ran for the 
City Council, but was not elected. 

White is survived by his wife 
Edeen; three children, Linda, 
Robert and Sandra; four step¬ 
children, Lisa Zolovik, and Scott, 
L^e and Randy Stephens; a 
blether, Richard L. White; his 
mother, Anna H. White; and 
a granddaughter Jennifer.

I was disappointed with the 
editorial wihjidh appeared on the 
front page on December 19 en¬ 
titled “Bad Old Days and Bridg¬ 
es.” The Planning Board appro¬ 
val of the Greenbrook and Smith/ 
Ewing projects mentioned in the 
editorial is merely the next step 
in a process which was .initiated 
over two years ago and w r hich 
has involved an unprecedented 
amount of participation and co¬ 
-operation between City and 
County governmental agencies, 
private development interests and 
concerned and involved citizens. 
The plans approved by the Plan¬ 
ning Board are the result of 
years of effort and literally doz¬ 
ens of meetings and hundreds of 
hours of time in reaching the 
best possible compromise plans 
for the last major undeveloped 
properties along Greenbelt Road, 
As you know, the recent rezoning 
of these tracts was supported by 
the City and the citizens groups 
most directly affected. 

It would have been more ap¬ 
propriate for your editorial to 
praise the efforts of all involved 
in the planning and design ap¬ 
proval process of these projects 
since the time and effort and 
money expended will result in 
projects which will be true as¬ 
sets to the City of Greenbelt and 
to Prince Georges County and 
since the road improvements 
wihich have been so desired by 
the City will be dramatically 
hastened by the development ap¬ 
proved. 

Congressman Hoyer should be 
the subject of partcular praise 
for has unflagging efforts to as¬ 
sure the release of funding for 
the Parkway improvements at 
the earliest possible time- In fact, 
three million dollars was approv¬ 
ed by the Conference Committee 
just as Congressman Hoyer had 
predicted for design and precon- 
strueton appropriation. Our 
County Executive should be ap¬ 
plauded for his efforts at as¬ 
suring the timely construction of 
state roads in the vicinity as well 
as for remaining involved in as¬ 
suring adequate facilities to sup¬ 
port the quality development for 
which he has become known.

cel 2 which were acquired hy the 
Prince Georges County Board of 
Education in 1966 to build a 
school complex. The schools were 
not built and the land was given 
to the county to be declared sur¬ 
plus. County Executive Parris 
Glendening recently promised the 
city to recommend to the county 
council that this land (and an¬ 
other 10-acre tract which former¬ 
ly was part of Parcel 1) be de¬ 
clared surplus and turned over 
to the city of Greenbelt. 

Shipley gave the city three 
documents which he said showed 
that the owners of Parcels 1 and 
2 still have a legal claim to the 
part of Parcel 2 which was taken 
by the board of education. This 
is the so-called “reverter clause/* 
about which the city queried 
Glendening when the proposed 
transfer of the land to the city 
was being discussed. Glendening 
maintained then that as far as 
his office can determine, there is 
no reverter clause. 

But Shipley insisted at the 
work session that agreements be¬ 
tween the owners and the Board 
of Education made at the time the 
land was taken by the board are 
enforceable even if they were not 
recorded as a part of the deed. 
He maintained that such agree¬ 
ments are enforceable if they are 
not inconsistent with the deed. 

The three documents provided 
by Shipley to support his con¬ 
tention were: 1) a June 1966 


paper requiring the Board of Edu¬ 
cation to offer the previous own¬ 
ers of the property the oppor¬ 
tunity to repurchase the land at 
the purchase price plus 6% an¬ 
nual interest if the board did 
not build schools on the property. 
(The paper given to the city at 
the work session was unsigned.) 

2) A February 1966 letter from 
Paul Nussbaum* Counsel to the 
Board of Education, to William 
Schmidt, then Prince Georges Su¬ 
perintendent of Schools, outlining 
various concerns of Charles S- 
Bresler, one of the owners. A 
reverter clause to prevent the 
land being resold is mentioned. 

3) A legal opinion dated October 
15, 1985, taking the view that 
“the contract is valid”; i.e., that 
the owners do have a claim to 
repurchase the land. 

Council member Antoinette 
Bram, in regard to the reverter 
clause, asked, “Is it a viable lev¬ 
er?” City Solicitor Robert Manzi, 
who had not seen the documents 
at that point, replied, “If Russ 
(Shipley) has what he says he 
has, there could be a suit/* He 
went on to say that the litiga¬ 
tion could go on some time. 

The rezoning request for Par¬ 
cels 1 and 2 is scheduled for 
hearing on January 24 before 
Prince Georges County Zoning 
Hearing Examiner Barry Cramp. 
Shipley said that he would ask 
for a postponement of this hear¬ 
ing to give time to work some¬ 
thing out with the city.

History 

Filed in the early 1960s, the 
rezoning applications have been 
amended or carried over ever 
since that time. Applicants Bres¬ 
ler and 'Lemer are still requesting 
a zoning change for the entire 
acreage from single family to 
townhouse zoning. In 1978 the 
applications had been amended 
to ask for R-T. Previously, in 
1963, the applicants had request¬ 
ed R-30 garden apartment zon¬ 
ing (14 units per acre). In 1962 
the property owners had sought 
a change from rural planned 
community to R-18 garden apart¬ 
ments (20 units per acre). This 
zoning was denied by the county, 
and instead the land was zoned 
to its present R-R rural residen¬ 
tial status. 

At various times in the 1960s 
the applicants also appeared be¬ 
fore city council with a plan for 
mixed uses — low and medium 
density garden apartments and 
commercial office. 

Earlier zoning applications in¬ 
volved more than the present 112 
acres. The city acquired about 
46 acres of the original 230 acres 
for parkland and for green space 
for Green Ridge House.

How Can Dentists Help 
In Child Identification? 

The growing concern of par¬ 
ents and public officials with 
the problem o-f lost and mis¬ 
sing children has prompted 
the dental profession to seek 
better identification techniques. 
In all programs a complete 
dental history, which is unique 
for each individual and almost 
impossible to alter, is com¬ 
piled. Combined with other 
data including birtbdate, 
health history and finger¬ 
prints, a full description of a 
missing child is more readily 
available. In addition it is 
hoped that similar programs 
can be established and utilized 
to aid in special situations 
such as mental retardation, 
speech defects and senility. 

Child Keyppers of Florida, 
founded in 1983, was the first 
organization to utilize dental 
charting as a means of identi¬ 
fying missing and kidnapped 
children. Special dental charts 
are used to gather information 
to be compared to data in the 
FBI’s National Information 
Center. This program is cur¬ 
rently being expanded nation¬ 
wide. 

Other proposed methods 
would employ the use of discs 
bonded to the inner surface of 
a tooth. Each disc would con¬ 
tain vital information about 
the indvidual or a code num¬ 
ber which -could be fed into a 
computer to achieve positive 
identification. Considering 
that one child is kidnapped 
every 3 minutes, the import¬ 
ance of reliable means of 
identification can not be un¬ 
derstated.

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Judge Halts Unit Foreclosure 
in GHI; Haslinger Joins Board

On January 9, the board of directors of Greenbelt 
Homes, Inc., elected Audit Committee member Andrea Has¬ 
linger to fill a board vacancy resulting from Director David 
Warner's resignation. With Haslinger's election, women 
constitute a majority of the GHI board for the first time in 
the corporation's history. Judging from the good-natured 
jocularity of the remarks made on the subject, everyone at 
the meeting expects the corporation to survive. 


The Audit Committee vacancy 
.created by Haslinger’s election as 
director can be filled by appoint¬ 
ment by the other two members 
of the committee. GHI members 
are invited to nominate candi¬ 
dates for the vacancy by Janu¬ 
ary 30. 

Foreclosure Attempt 

Dr. Lehk Batra appeared be¬ 
fore the board to report on his 
su'> to stop the attempt by EPIC 
Mortgage, Inc., to foreclose on 
his GHI home. The case had been 
heard that same day before Judge 
Joseph Kaplan, the judge whose 
court has jurisdiction in cases 
arising out of the savings and 
loan problems. According to 
Batra and GHI General Manager 
Ron Colton, who had also been 
in court with Batra on behalf of 
GHI, the judge did not grant the 
injunction which had been sought 
but made it clear that there 
would be no foreclosure. Colton 
said the judge instructed the 
Maryland Deposit Insurance Fund 
and EPIC attorneys to document 
who actually owns the loan on 
Batra’s unit. This documentation 
should reveal who owns all the 
GHI loans <estimated at about 
400) which are serviced by EPIC- 

The Batras were informed ear¬ 
ly in December that their mort¬ 
gage was in arrears (when they 
hod thought the money was be¬ 
ing transferred from their Com¬ 
munity Savings and Loan ac¬ 
count). They were threatened 
with foreclosure if they did not 
pay an amount equal to four

Colton also said that the 
judge had continued the case 
pending receipt of the documen¬ 
tation he asked for.

Final Bylaws Meeting 
Scheduled by GHI 

Tuesday, January 21, at 8 pan., 
in Greenbelt City Council Cham¬ 
bers has been set, for a Greenbelt 
Homes. Inc. (GHI) Special Mem¬ 
bership Meeting to consider By- 
Laws revision. Previous attempts 
have been made to consider By¬ 
laws revision but have failed due 
to lack of time, a quorum or pro¬ 
per notice. Years of work by 
numerous people have been de¬ 
voted to the issue and decisions 
will be made at the upcoming 
meeting. Changes can be made 
at the meeting with or without 
a quorum. 

The GHI Bylaws establish the 
powers and purpose of the cor¬ 
poration. They set forth the cor¬ 
poration’s principles of operation 
and means of handling business. 
Eighteen changes have been pro¬ 
posed to the GHI Bylaws. Last 
fall members received a 39-page 
document detailing these propos¬ 
ed changes. Extra copies of the 
document will be available at the 
meeting. 

The first proposed change is 
editorial updating of the entire 
document. This change would el¬ 
iminate sexist language and oth¬ 
er grammatical errors. 


Another proposal would pro¬ 
hibit non-residents from holding 
an elective office. Under the cur¬ 
rent Bylaws, a person living in 
Riverdale and subletting the 
GHI-unit he or she owned could 
serve on the GHI Board and es¬ 
tablish rules and regulations for 
members. Under another pro¬ 
posal, members could call for a 
secret ballot at membership 
meetings. 

In the financial area, one pro¬ 
posal raises a $1,500 limit for 
expenditures for supplies, mater¬ 
ials, equipment or contractural 
services to $5,000 without speci¬ 
fic Board approval. This propos¬ 



al is in response to inflation since 
the limit was established in 1953. 
Another proposal would allow 
the Board of Directors to enter 
into contracts that run for more 
than one year. 

The proposed revisions also in¬ 
clude an entirely new article. 
This provides for indemnification 
of elected officials and employees. 
Another proposal would give el¬ 
ected officials the chance to re¬ 
spond to censure or a removal at¬ 
tempt- 

Other provisions deal with the 
filling of vacant positions on the 
Audit Committee and Nomina¬ 
tions and Elections Committee.
